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Manager’s Report Looks at Options 
For City Uses oi North End School

In a lengthy report pre¬ 
sented to council at its De¬ 
cember 19 regular meeting, 
City Manager James K. 
Giese recommended renovat¬ 
ing the one-story portion of 
the North End School, if 
council provides sufficient 
funds to complete the mini¬ 
mum renovations required 
to permit occupation of the 
building. 

Giese also recommended that 
the two-story wing be razed say¬ 
ing that utilization of the entire 
building would adversely affect 
the neighborhood. In addition, 
Giese says that razing this sec¬ 
tion produces a more manage¬ 
able project to renovate and op¬ 
erate. 

If adequate funds cannot be 
found, Giese said that “it might 
be just as well to tear it down 
so that residents can benefit 
from a park or a new school 
facility. The building is not im¬ 
proving with age/' 

The school was closed in June 
1981 and deeded to the city in 
May 1984, However, the build¬ 
ing sustained heavy damage, in¬ 
cluding destruction of the heat¬ 
ing system due to a water main 
break during the winter of '81- 
82. 

In his report, to be discussed 
at a January 31 worksession, 
Giese identified several major 
problems with the building in¬ 
cluding non-compliance with fire, 
electrical and handicap-access 
codes. Even before the furnace 
and boiler were destroyed, they 
failed to meet pollution stand¬ 
ards. In addition, the building is 
not air-conditioned and most like¬ 
ly contains asbestos. 

Costs 

Increasing construction costs 
and the .uncertainties of renovat¬ 
ing an old building make all cost 
estimates questionable, the re¬ 
port said. In addition, asbestos 
removal could cost more than ex¬ 
pected. However, Giese says that 
the particular uses selected for 
the building will, in most cases, 
have little effect on renovation 
costs. 

The city manager estimates 
that renovation of the entire 
building would cost three million 
dollars. Renovating the one story 
section of the school would cost 
up to $2 ,3 million. 

However, only $351,900 is im¬ 
mediately available. Although 
Giese's Capital Improvements 
Program budget, not yet approv¬ 
ed by council, allocated $954,700 
in city and grant funds to the 
project, none of the grant funds 
are yet available. The city's re¬ 
quest for a $252,000 grant for a 
senior drop-in center has been 
denied. The state will not recon- 
ider the grant request until the 
county completes a master plan 
of senior activity centers and 
senior services. Although the 
state did approve a $144,400 


grant for a senior day care cen¬ 
ter- the staff now doubts that 
they will be able to find a qual¬ 
ified day care provider to run 
the center. In the meantime 
$396,400 in city funds required 
to match these grants cannot be 
used at this time. 

However, even if a provider 
were found and the senior center 
grant approved the city would 
only have $1,144,700 including 
the $190,000 grant from the 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission (MN* 
CPPC), far short of the amount 
needed for renovation. 

North End vs. Center School 

Decisions about how or wheth¬ 
er to renovate the North End 
School are complicated by the 
uncertain status of Center School. 
Various people involved with 
Center School have questioned 
whether Center can be adequate¬ 
ly renovated. As a result, the 
school board is considering build¬ 
ing a new school on the North 
End property. 

Of the two schools, Giese says 
that the staff feels Center is 
better suited for use as a com¬ 
munity center- in part because 
it is within walking distance of 
more senior citizens. In addition- 
staff feels that the city might 
be permitted to offer recreation¬ 
al activities at the new school, if 
one is built. 

However, Giese stressed that 
this opinion was based solely on 
which facility would better meet 
the city's needs for a community 
center, rather than upon educa¬ 
tional, architectural or historical 
considerations. 

Recommended Plan 

The renovation option that 
Giese considers most feasible is 
razing the two story wing and 
renovating the remaining space. 
This option is estimated to 
up to $2.3 million dollars, includ¬ 
ing renovation, asbestos removal 
and demolition of the two story 
wing. Annual operating cost es¬ 
timates range from $137,000 to 
$200,000 depending upon the pro¬ 
grams provided, 

Giese said that the advantages 
of this proposal are reduced con¬ 
struction, operating and mainten¬ 
ance costs- more convenient par¬ 
king and the ability to establish 
separate entrances for different 
uses, such as senior and child 
day care areas. 

The disadvantages identified 
by Giese include reduced building 
size and the ability to accom¬ 
modate fewer uses. In addition, 
future replacement of the razed 
portion would cost twice as much 
as renovation. 

Other Options 

Giese reviewed a number of 
other renovation options. One is 
to raze the entire building with 
the land then used as park, for 
senior housing or for future city 
needs. Demolition would cost ap¬ 
proximately $700,000 including 
asbestos removal and landscap¬ 
ing, with annual operating costs 
of less than $20,000 per year. 


The advantages cited for this 
proposal include lowest cost, and 
provision of a centrally located 
park for the north end of the 
city. In addition- any buildings 
eventually built on the site would 
be designed for their specific 
uses. 

The disadvantages include fail¬ 
ure to provide any of the pro¬ 
posed programs, increased costs 
if new buildings are built to 
house the uses proposed for the 
school and probable loss of the 
MNCPPC grant. 

Two of the remaining alter¬ 
nates involve partial renovation 
of the building. One would ren¬ 
ovate the one-story portions but 
not raze the two-story wing. 
This would reduce renovation 
and operating costs while main¬ 
taining the option of future use 
of the two-story wing. Jt would 
also better meet the storage 
needs of the city than does the 
recommended alternate. Howev¬ 
er, it does not provide the addi¬ 
tional parking and more conven¬ 
ient access of that plan. 

The second partial renovation 
option is to renovate only the 
1963 addition, the newest section 
of the building containing the 
multipurpose room, kitchen and 
eight classrooms. Giese noted

MARYLAND TRADE CENTER IV 
LANDSCAPE PLAN APPROVED

A site and landscape plan for Maryland Trade Cen¬ 
ter IV was approved by the Greenbelt city council at its 
December 19 regular meeting. The approval was subject 
to the developer, Coakley and Williams, entering into 
covenants with the city. 

The 55,000 square foot, three- 
story office building will be lo¬ 
cated between the Holiday Inn 
and Maryland Trade Center HI. 

Council had earlier approved the 
building concept, contingent up¬ 
on the developer making improve¬ 
ments to landscaping, pedestrian 
access and sitting areas, includ¬ 
ing the planting of 76 trees a- 
long Greenway Center Drive. 

City Planning and Develop¬ 
ment Coordinator Celia Wilson 
said that staff recommended ap¬ 
proval of the plan, subject to 
several conditions, including an 
immediate start to the landscape 
improvements, complete handi¬ 
cap accessibility to all walkways 
and assurance that landscaping 
will be maintained after comple¬ 
tion of the building. 

Richard Reed, representing 
Coakley and Williams, agreed to 
most of the conditions, as well 
as agreeing to their inclusion in 
covenants, which unlike site 
plan conditions can be enforced 
by the city. However, he said 
his clients could not agree to un¬ 
dertake the improvements until 
they received building permits for 
Trade Center IV. 

Coakley and Williams plan to 
begin construction by mid-1989, 
according to Reed, but are wary 
of unforeseen circumstances. 

Therefore, they did not want to 
be forced into a commitment to 
begin what Reed described as ex¬ 
pensive landscape improvements 
until they were certain they 
could begin construction. 

Wilson argued, however, that 
the conditions should include a 
definite date by which the im¬ 
provements must begin, in case 
construction is delayed. In the 
final compromise, Coakley and

Williams agreed to begin land¬ 
scape improvements upon the is¬ 
suance of building permits for 
Trade Center IV, with comple¬ 
tion to occur no later than June 
30, 1990. If unforeseen circum¬ 
stances delay construction beyond 
this point, Coakley and Williams 
could seek a waiver of the cov¬ 
enants from council. 

Legislation 

Council gave final approval to 
legislation establishing an Arts 
Advisory Committee charged with 
developing a formal city arts 
policy. 

Council also approved legisla¬ 
tion establishing an ad hoc com¬ 
mittee to develop a framework 
for a Greenbelt Foundation. 

After opposition by property 
owner Michael Steiner, council 
delayed final approval of a reso¬ 
lution authorizing condemnation 
procedures on L28 acres surroun¬ 
ded on three sides by Schrom 
Hills Park. Steiner cited his de¬ 
sire to continue living on the pro¬ 
perty, which he purchased four 
years ago. He argued against ta¬ 
king his home for soccer fields 
and parking lots. Steiner also ar 
gued that he had not been offered 
a fair price for his land, given 
the price of surrounding commer¬ 
cial properties. Council scheduled 
an executive session on the issue 
for January 25. 

Other Actions 

In other actions council: 

•Was presented with a brass 
plaque commemorating the dedi¬ 
cation of the Greenbelt Museum 
by Sandra Barnes of Friends of 
the Greenbelt Museum. 

•Received a list of questions 
from Betty Timer regarding 
renovation costs for Center 
School, if the city were to re¬ 
ceive it in place of North End 
School. Timer raised several is* 
sues, including the costs and lim¬ 
itations on renovation due to the 
school's historic status, lack of 
parking and difficulty in provid¬ 
ing handicap access as required 
by code. 

•Agreed to transmit to the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission and to 
the city's Advisory Planning 
Board a petition from the Wind¬ 
sor Green Homeowner's Associ¬ 

ation opposing extension of Man- 
dan Road to Brae Brooke Drive, 

•A second petition from this 
group, opposing purchase of 
Parcel 1 at a cost exceeding that 
set forth in the city's capital 

improvements program, unless 
approved by citywide referend¬ 
um, was taken under advisement 
in considering future actions. 

•Referred a Park and Recrea¬ 
tion Advisory Board Report on 

the needs of non-senior handi¬ 

capped citizens to the Commua- 
ity Relations Advisory Board.

Our Her/fage 

R. C. Garcia, according to (the 
News Review) article Jan. 5, af¬ 
ter working as the architect on 
the renovation of Center School 
stated that the best social and 
cultural solution would be gained 
by renovating the school as a 
school, but the best educational 
value would be achieved by build¬ 
ing a new school. He must de¬ 
fine education very narrowly — 
to me it includes social and cul¬ 
tural values. By renovating Cen¬ 
ter School as a school, an im¬ 
portant physical symbol of 
Greenbelt will be kept alive as 
part of a living tradition. 

There is a great irony here. 
When my parents and their gen¬ 
eration came to Greenbelt to 
build a new community, the em¬ 
phasis was on the “new,” The 
old slums, the miserable streets, 
the alienation of people from so¬ 
ciety, all were to be swept away 
in a new dream. Fifty years la¬ 
ter we must work to preserve 
something old; only fifty years 
old, true, but in Greenbelt 50 
years is old. In the United Stat¬ 
es 50 years counts as roots, it 
counts as heritage. All the val¬ 
ues of Greenbelt— a sense of 
community, caring, of working 
together for the common good— 
are values symbolized by Center 
School. Are those values so eas¬ 
ily thrown away or do we want 
our children to perceive them as 
stable and sure ?

Costs of Affordable Taxes 

We recently received our pro¬ 
perty assessment notice from 
the Maryland State Department 
of Assessments and Taxation. It 
informed us that the assessed 
value of house and yard will in¬ 
crease by over 22%, and is 
spread over the next three yea <s. 
That means an average increase 
of over 7% for three years. It al¬ 
so means an annual increase in 
city taxes (the dollars we pay) 
of over 7%, without council hav¬ 
ing to touch the tax rates. Seven 
percent is nearly twice the in¬ 
crease in Social Security bene-* 
fits,, nearly twice the increase 
in Federal pay, nearly twice the 
increase in Federal pensions. 

In this context it was refresh¬ 
ing to read in David Lange^s let¬ 
ter on the school site (News Re¬ 
view, Dec. 1) that we must have 
affordable taxes. True, this ar¬ 
gument took only fifth (and last) 
place, but how rewarding to see 
the tax issue brought up at all! 
The writers of letters to the Ed¬ 
itor traditionally only tout their 
favorite projects and purported 
benefits, while completely neg¬ 
lecting the negative influence 
on the pockets of their fellow 
citizens. However, unpleasant 
as it may be, taxes are the bot¬ 
tom line. In a world of free 
swimming pools, land, school 
sites and art centers there would 
be no need for arguments, letters 
to the Editor or a city council to 
make decisions and hard choices. 

Senior citizens will see anoth¬ 
er tax increase in 1989. Accord¬ 
ing to the Catastrophic Medicare 
Act a 15% surtax will be levied 
on Federal taxes for every per¬ 
son 65 years of age and older. 
This percentage will increase 
over a four-year period to a 
maximum annual surtax of 28%. 

It is our hope that more and 
more citizens will follow David 
Lange’s example and seriously 
take costs and affordable taxes 
into account when weghing the 
pros and cons of the various pro¬ 
jects proposed for Greenbelt.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello again! 

Well, another week has gone by, but with a little slush and 
snow. Just what your vehicle needed. If you have a front-wheel- 
drive vehicle, imported or domestic, please take note. With the 
nasty weather of last week, the snow and slush tends to finish off 
the flexible rubber covers over the front axle shafts (the “Constant 
Velocity Boot Covers"). These covers protect the inner structure 
of the constant velocity joints whigh are packed with a lubricant. 
The instant the covers rip open, the lubricant spews out. Road 
dirt then in time tears up the joints. 

If you own this type of vehicle, take a moment to bend over 
and look at both boot covers, located on the back side of each 
front wheel at the ends of both drive axles. If you see a boot 
split wide open and lubricant all over the area, you need repair 
work. If you have trouble examining your vehicle yourself, give 
us a call and we will be glad to help you. 

If you do have a problem, well, at least you have caught it in 
time. You should seek automotive servicing soon. Don’t put that 
one off — it could cost you more in the long run.

that this section of the building 
is in ih£ best, condition, but may 
have the worst asbestos problem. 
The remainder of the building 
could either be demolished or 
used for storage* This alternate, 
estimated to cost $1,675,000 if 
the remainder of the building re¬ 
ceives minimal renovation, is the 
least costly option other than 
complete demolition. However, 
much of the building would be 
vacant and only a few uses could 
be accommodated. in addition, 
access from the parking areas 
would be inconvenient. The last 
alternative considered by Giese 
is renovation and utilization of 
the entire building. However, 
this option would require up to 
232 parking places* Since the 
site can hold only 140 spaces, 
Giese said that a parking struc¬ 
ture might be required. The ini¬ 
tial renovation cost would be ap¬ 
proximately $3 million with an¬ 
nual operating expense to the 
city of $174,000. 

Although this option accommo¬ 
dates the most uses and provides 
space for future city needs, 
Giese says it suffers from inad¬ 
equate parking, highest renova¬ 
tion costs and inconvenient ac¬ 
cess. In addition, Giese said that

Is dental care available to 
those with limited income? 

Many senior citizens as well 
as others on limited incomes 
find it difficult to obtain all 
necessary medical and dental 
care. The Federal Medicare 
Program, although quite ex¬ 
tensive, does not cover dental 
care. Most individual states 
do have some sort of program 
although limited, to provide 
dental care. Eligibility require¬ 
ments and availability of ser¬ 
vices vary greatly from state 
to state and are constantly 
being modified according to 
budget limitations. 

As an alternative to a pub¬ 
lic program, quality dental 
care at very reasonable cost 
can be obtained at a dental 
school or teaching hospital 
dental department In areas 
where these facilities are not 
available, many local dental 
societies in cooperation with 
community groups such as 
Kiwanis and Rotary have es¬ 
tablished reduced fee pro¬ 
grams for both senior citizens 
and the economically disad¬ 
vantaged. In Illinois, the 
“Senior Dent” program pro¬ 
vides a referral service for 
eligible patients to over a 
thousand participating den¬ 
tists. More than 150 similar 
programs exist throughout 
the country.

one reason why the city sought 
to acquire the building was to ob¬ 
tain park land for the north end. 
Full utilization of the building 
and construction of senior hous¬ 
ing on the site would leave little 
land for use as a park. 

The report does not suggest 
what uses should be included in 
the building. However, Giese 
reviewed all the uses so far pro¬ 
posed and provided an analysis 
of costs, advantages and disad¬ 
vantages of each. 

Senior Programs 

A four thousand square foot 
Senior Citizen Activity Center, 
as proposed by council and Citi¬ 
zens for the North End Center 
(CNEC) would cost approxi¬ 
mately $494,100 to construct and 
$87,000 per year to operate and 
maintain. 

The same groups have also 
proposed a 2,800 square foot ad¬ 
ult day care center. Although the 
city has grant and matching 
funds sufficient to cover the $288,- 
875 estimated construction cost, 
to date no provider has been 
willing to run the center unless 
operating costs are subsidized. 

The Seniors’ Housing Commit¬ 
tee of the Greenbelt Consumer 
Coop has proposed constructing 
a cooperative apartment build¬ 
ing on the school grounds. How¬ 
ever, Giese says the staff does 
not consider this a good location 
for such a project. The city man¬ 
ager is also concerned that if 
the apartments are built they 
will crowd out park uses of the 


property. In addition, he recom¬ 
mended that if the apartments 
are built tnat the existing ball- 
field be maintained. 

Arts Facilities 

CNEC has requested 11,906 
square feet for artists’ studios 
and classrooms, plus 5,562 
square feet for expansion. Ren¬ 
ovation should cost $595,300 - 
$873,400. While rental fees 
should defray some of the an¬ 
nual operating expenses- Giese 
says that a city subsidy would 
probably be required. However, 
some grant funds may be av¬ 
ailable. 

Giese does not recommend pro¬ 
viding the performing arts cen¬ 
ter requested by the Greenbelt 
Arts Center, saying that the ex¬ 
tensive renovations suggested 
would make the multipurpose 
room unsuitable for many other 
proposed uses. 

The proposed renovations 
would cost approximately $739,- 
800. The completed facility 
would include a dance studio, a 
music rehearsal room and a stor¬ 
age room and require up to 65 
parking places. In addition, op¬ 
erating expenses would probably 
have to be subsidized by the city, 
according to Giese. 

Child Care 

While rental fees on an 8,256 
square foot child day care facil¬ 
ity. suggested by CNEC and the 
Paint Branch Montessori School, 
could reimburse the city for all 
operating, maintenance and debt 
service co^s, the deed prohibits

the city from leasing a facility 
this laree for a profit. The city 
staff is also investigating wheth¬ 
er a provider could be found that 
would finance the renovation 
costs. 

The Greenbelt Cooperative 
Nursery School has also request¬ 
ed 2,752 square feet for. their 
operations. Rental fees should 
cover operating and maintenance 
costs and repayment of renova¬ 
tion costs. However, Giese does 
not expect the city to realize 
any revenue in excess of costs. 

City Uses 

The city staff has proposed sev¬ 
eral uses for the building, includ¬ 
ing recreation program* 
and future expansion of the city 
offices. Much of the building is 
currently used for storage. Giese 
estimates that the city needs ap¬ 
proximately 7,000 square feet of 
storage space, with an estimated 
renovation cost of $175,000. 

Giese also considered reserv¬ 
ing 8,000 square feet for city 
offices. The city manager feels 
that expansion of the municipal 
building is not physically feas¬ 
ible and suggests that the city 
use space it already owns, rather 
than renting or building addition¬ 
al space. The space could be used 
for storage until needed for of¬ 
fices. 

The Recreation Department has 
requested 11.500 square feet, in¬ 
cluding the multipurpose gym, 
for recreation programs. In ad¬ 
dition the school grounds would 
be used for various sports. The 
construction costs are estimated 
at $484,200, with annual operat¬ 
ing expenses of $81,200. Approx¬ 
imately 112 parking spaces would 
be required. 

Giese says that the recreation 
programs provide the ability to 
provide multiple uses in the 
same space, and can help sup¬ 
port other proposed uses, such as 
the senior citizens and arts cen¬ 
ters. In contrast, he noted that 
space allocated to any of the spe¬ 
cific proposed uses would not be 
available for other uses. 

Other Uses 

The museum would like to use 
1,123 square feet for a display 
room and storage. The construc¬ 
tion costs are estimated at $56 t - 
160 with operating costs of ap¬ 
proximately $4 500, Giese said 
that this most likely would re¬ 
quire city funding. 

Staff has suggested using one 
classroom for a public access 
cable television studio. This 
would require electrical heavy-up 
but construction and operating 
costs would be funded from the

franchise fees. 

Another staff proposal is the 
renovation of part of the build¬ 
ing for rental offices. While this 
could result in rental income of 
up to $65,600 per year, a zoning 
change would be required. In ad¬ 
dition, no marketing data is av¬ 
ailable to indicate whether any¬ 
one would be interested in rent¬ 
ing the renovated space. 

Financing Problems 

Financing of city capital im¬ 
provement projects including 
North End School, continues to be 
a major concern of the city man¬ 
ager. In the report he urged 
council to reach an early agree¬ 
ment on a financial plan that 
would either provide additional 
financing and the higher taxes 
necessary to repay the increased 
debt, or defer some projects. 

Giese recommended a set of 
council actions to determine if 
and how the building should be 
renovated: first, council must de¬ 
termine whether the school is to 
be retained by the city or whe¬ 
ther the site is to be used for a 
new elementary school. If the 
choice is renovation, then council 
should determine the scope of 
the renovation, prioritize uses 
and allocate space accordingly. 
Staff feels that usage decisions 
should be based upon which pro¬ 
jects best meet the needs of the 
city, rather than on the availabil¬ 
ity of grant funds. 

The next step recommended is 
development of a financial plan 
for all the underfunded capital 
projects. To accomplish this 
council would assign priorities to 
the various projects and identify 
the funds available. Once the 
plan is complete, the city can 
begin to develop detailed ar¬ 
chitectural plans and begin con¬ 
struction, if the renovation pro¬ 


ject is funded under the plan,
